element. Many Democratic members have re- 
quested Hon. Fernando Wood,chairman of the 
joint caucus, to have a conference called next 
week in order that members may be able to 
inform their constituents when they go home 
during the recess what position the Demo- 
crats in Congress have taken on this im- 
portant question, while others insist on de- 
laying all action till the full strength of the 
conservative Republicans’ opposition is made 
manifest. Democratic members were in- 


formed by an ex-official of the Grant Admin- | 


istration, who was quite active as a visitor on 
the floor of the House, that the

A CHICAGO SUFFERER.

The select cominittee on the insurrection- 
ary Sates, in addition to reporting a bill re- 
moving all remaining political disabilities im- 
posed by the Fourtcenth amendment, will 
supplement it by a bill extending the opera- 
tions of the Kuklux act and the suspension 
of the writ of habeas corpus beyond the pres- 
ent session. It remains to be seen whether 
this martial law programme will be as easily 
adopted as was the amnesty bill. 

THE CHICAGO PUBLIC BULLDINGS.

Last night was Bearer and ores 
dull, and almost every body, at least every 
body connected with the Legislature, felt it 
to be 80.

THE SPANISH BUTCHERY. 


How Eight Students Were Saerificed 
to Appease the Volunteers. 


A Crime fer Which Spain Ought to 
be Whipped Out of Her Boots. 


| From the New York Herald.} 
Havana, Nov, 23, 1371. 

The readers of the Hera‘d will have already 
been informed in outline by my telegram of 
yesterday of the events which occurred dur- 
ing the last two days, and which have cast a 
heavy pall of gloom and ge over the na- 
tive, foreign, and even part of the duty 
inhabitants of this city. It is now the dut 
of your corres ent to chronicle ind 
the events which led to the summary feos 
tion yesterday ernoon of eight of the 
flower of Havana’s youths. It is the custom 
of the medical students’of the university, 
upon the days appointed by their teachers for 
that purpese, to repair to the public cemetery 
of this city, attached to which is a dead 
house, where they practice autopsies and hear 
lectures frem their profeseors. 

It me that last be pe afternoon the 
class of the first year of medicine, comprising 
some fifty young men, aged from sixteen to 
twenty years, belonging to the best and most 
wealthy families of this island, were at the 
cemetery. While there they commenced, 
like students all the world over, to skylark 
and cut up pranks, but unfortunately allowed 
some of their party to desecrate the tom» of 
Gonzale Castanon, jealously considered by 
the Spaniards as a martyr to his country for 
having heen shot, it will be remembered, in 
January, 1869, by some Cubans at Key West; 
also the grave of Major Ricardo Guzman was 
slightly tampered with. He lost his sword 
arm im the beginning of the insurrection in 
the famous crossing of the River Cauto ty 
Valmaseda, and died afterward, and is buried 
in the Havana Cemetery. The damage done 
to the graves of Castanon and Guzman con- 
sisted in 

BREAKING THE GLASS CASES 

which eovered their niches, pullmg down the 
wreathes of immortelles aud other decora- 
tions of the graves. The chaplain of the 
cemetery endeavored to remonstrate 
with them, but of no avail. 
The spirit of mischief had got into 
them and they thoughtlessly followed up its 
promptings. It was even said that they in- 
sulted the chaplain and stoned him, but this

it is said, for the same purpose of desecration 
and of committing other excesses, to horrible 
to mention. Many exaggerated rumors were 
set afloat in regard to their doings aad in- 

dustriously cireulated among many of the vol- 
unteers for the pupose of inflaming their 
hatred.

done to the graves mentioned consisted in 
breaking the glass covering the niches and 
carrying off the wreaths of immortelles, and 
replacing others in mockery thereof, com- 
wsed of garlic.

arrived. Unfortnnately Sunday afternoon a

The Ferguson Bill. 
The closing argument in the case of the 
Cincinnati Southern Railroad, in the Su- 
preme Court of Ohio, has been submitted 
by Hon. StanLey Matruews, and the 
question now awaits the decision of the 
court, which will be looked for with the 
interest which its importance to the people 
and laws of all parts of the country has oc- 
casioned. This suit was brought by an as- 
sociation of tax-payers of Cincinnati, in the 
name of the City Solicitor, against the city 
corporate and the trustees of the Cincin- 
nati Southern Railway and others, for the 
purpose of testing the constitutionality of 
what is known as the Ferguson bill. It 
was decided constitutional by the Superior 
Court of Cincinnati, and thence appealed 
to the Supreme Court of the State, where it 
now stands. Judge MarrHews is attorney 
for the city of Cincinnati and the trustees, 
and makes this, the final argument, in an- 
swer to counsel in a Toledo case, involving 
a similar question. 
The conclusion to which the chief ar- 
gument of the opposing counsel tends is 
‘that the levy of a tax fof the construction 
of a railroad is not within the taxing pow- 
er of a State.” This proposition Judge 
MATTHEWS combats in an able and enter- 
taining manner, and in a style of reason- 
ing which it does not require a knowledge 
of legal technicalities to understand. He 
says it is a very broad and general proposi- 
tion and is argued upon very wide grounds. 
It is not supposed to rest upon the terms 
of the constitution, but to underlie all its 
provisions; to be the necessary implica- 
tion from its whole theory; to be taken 
for granted in the very idea of free and 
constitutional government; to be, not a 
conclusion, a posteridri, from the limita- 
tion of the fundamental law, but a cre- 
ative idea, operating a priori—molding 
the constitution by its inherent energy, 
and furnishing the organizing law for its 
rational interpretation. It follows, there- 
fore, argues Judge M., that, if it be true, 
it is a controlling truth; is, indeed, a stan- 
dard and measure of truth; establishing a 
limitation upon the constitution itself, in- 
stead of being, by any possibility, limited

In 1864, when the streets of Louisville were 
paved with bowlders, or macadamized pave- 
ment, appellant, under an agreement with the 
City Council, constructed a railway in the prin- 
cipal streets of the city. Afterwards, in 150%, 
the city inaugurated a system of street improve- 
ments by substituting the Nicolson for the 
former pavement, and in miking this improve- 
ment on Jefferson street, the city gave notice to 

appellant to remove its track on that stre >t for 

1.280 yards, and put down on the new pavement 
the ‘Tram’ rail. a different rail from that to 
be taken up, oiherw.se the city would re- 
move the track, and Lap inagy the new pave- 
ment without leaving space for kind of 
track. Appellant com ied under protest. and 
an agreed cage was submitted to the chancellor. 
It was agreed that the rail taken up was in good 
condition, that the ‘** Tram” was the better rail 
for streeta with Nicolson pavement, and that 
the cost of the alteration would be great. The 
question, submitted were whether the city could 
ag ys byt may es to take up its track; second, if 

e city bound to reimburse appellant for 
the cost of the alterat'on;and third, ifso, how 
much. The spaces decided in favor of the 


city. 

Held —Manicipal corporations have no power 
to limit their legislative discretion by covenant. 
They-may contract as individuals, but their leg- 
islative enactments must of nec essity have the 
same effect upon their individual contracts as

government. The city, through its municipal 
officers, holds to some extent the prerogative of 
government.

The company is required to 
furnish meters, if by nothing else than by com- 
mon usage. cost the company a ——_ 
amount, and it would be glad, grateful, to the 
consumers if they would furnish their own in- 
struments.

This, bowever, has never been dome, as 
consumers are not willing to pay tor 
that which they can get for nothing.
